O R ſo much as our Soveraign Lord, immediately after his 
> happy attaining to the Crown of this his ancient and native 
Kingdom, did out of his Royalland Fatherly caſe to the pub- 
lique good thereof , give forth his Royill declaration anent the 
reforming of the abuſes uſed in leading of teinds, and for pro- 
" viſion and maintenance of Kirks and other pious uſes forth of 
the ſaid teinds. And alſo for reſtoring the Crown, to the ſaperiorities of 
whatſoe ver benefices and temporalities thereof erected in temporall livings, and 
againſt other prejudices and detriments done to the Crown, mentioned in the 
ſaid declaration. And albeit His Hajefty bath been Rill urging and following 
the performance of the particulars foreſaid theſe five years Se on thereabout, 
by commiſſions direct by His Majefy under his great Seal, to that effekt, 
wherein there hath been good progreſſe made, yet the ſame could not take a 
full end without the authoritic of a Parliament: Like as His 1 out of 
his earneſt and tender affection to the publique good of this his native kingdom; 
And for advancing the iaid great and glorious works intended by His Majeſy, 
as ſaid is, hath taken the paines to come bither in his Royall perion, where His 
Majeſty, being preſent in ſolemne Parliament, with his chree Eſtates of his 
ſaid ancient Kingdom : Have reſolved and concluded upon the particular act 
and ſtatutes after following, tending to the publique good, peace, eaſe, and 
comfort of his ſaid Kingdom and ſubjeQts thereof: Viz. His tj and 
Eſtates foreſaid have ratified the act of commiſſion of lurtenders and teinds, of 
the date at Hoely-rwde-bouſe the twentie fixth day of Zune, 1637 years, where- 
by it is found meet and expedient, that the loweſt proportion for maintenance 
of Miniſters (ball be eight chalder of victuall, or eight bundreth marks pro- 
portionally , except ſuch particular kirks occurre , wherein there ſhall be a 
juſt, reaſonable, and expedient cauſe to go beneath the foreſaid quantitie 5 And 
hath referred the conſideration of the reaſons and cauſcs thereof to the com- 
miſſioners to be choſen by His Majeſty, with conſent of the Eſtates in manner 
contained in the ſaid act. Like as alſo His Majeſty and Eſtates by another 
act and ordinance, hath ſtature, ordained, and declared that each heritor and 
life-renter of lands re/peFive, ſhall have the leading and drawing of their own 
teinds, the ſame being firſt truely and lawfully valued, and they paying there · 
fore the price after-ſpecified, incaſe they be willing to buy tbe ſame , or other= 
wiſe, for the yearly payment of the rate of teinds after · ſpecified.

N the Parliament bolden at Edixbargh, upon the twentie eight day 
oe of se, the year of GOD '1633. For ſo much as His Majeſtbes 
| ep Licges and good Subjects are heavily oppreſt and burdened withex* 
orditant annual rents, and intereſt taken for the uſe of toney, far 
exceeding the rate and proportion taken in England, Fravce, and other neigh» 
boar” countries: Therefore His 44)effy, with advice of the Eſtates; ſtatutes 
and ordains, that not withſtanding of apy former AR of Parliament, allowing 
ten pounds to be taken for each hundreth pounds in a year : yet that no perſon 
after the date hereof take more than eight poundꝭ for the uſe of the hundreth 
s ina year, and ſo proportionally in leſſer or greater ſums, under the pains 
contained in the former As of Parliament made againſt uſurers. | 
And for ſo much as His Majeſty, out of his gracious goodneſſe, with conſent 
of the Eftates, hath reduced the intereſt and profit of money from ten of the 
hundred to eight, conform to this preſent Act. Theretore the Eſtates of 
Parliament ly conveened, being ſenſible of the great good eniuing thereby 
to this whole Kingdom in all times to come; make a voluntary and bumble 
offer to His Majo ty, that of the (aid ten payed by borrowers for each bundreth, 
during the ſpace of three years next enſuing : two ſhall be payed to His A

jefly and Eſtates of Parliament preſently convee ned: Remem- 
bring that at the firſt inſtitution of the Coltedge of Jaftice, and di- 
ven times thereafter in the Parliaments ratifying the ſame, His 

Majeſteis royal! Anteceſſors, andEſtates of the Realm then »flcmbled found the 

erection of that honorable Conſiſtorie (which is a biding monument of the glo- 

tie of their reigns) not only to be moſt uſefull for royall ſervice, but alſo ne- 
ceſſary and profitable for the peace of the Kingdom, and to the ſeen good and 
comfort of all the ſubjects. And conſidering that the provifion allowed of 
before to the Lords of Seſſion, was no wayes ſufficient for defraying of their 
charges, and that through t heit continual attendance, their private affairs are 
neglected, and great lofles thereby ſuſtained by them. 
herefore, and to the effect the ſaid Senators, and Lords of Stſion pteſent 
and to come, may be more encouraged to go on, and to perſiſt as they do in 
their zeal and affections to His Majefties ſervice, and in faithfull miniſtration 
of Juſtice, to the generall weal of the Realm, and all the Lieges : The ſaid 

Eſtates with the ſpeciall approbation, and gracious good liking of the Kings fa- 

cred <Majefty, have mok freely corideſcended, Ratute, and enacted, that a tax- 

ation be dy impoſed upon their lands and means, which with His 1.

The ſom ' 
of ten ſhillings money at the feaſt and term of Martinmaſs next to come, in this 
inſtant year of GOD, 163 3. years : the ſum of other ten ſhillings money, at the 
feaſt and term of Martinmas, 1634+ years: the ſum of other ten ſhillings mo- 
ney»at the ſeaſt and term of Martinmaſs, 1 635. years: and the ſam of other ten 
ſhillings money, at the feaſt and term of Martionas, 1646. years. and the Arche 
biſhops, and Biſhops for the ſpiritual] Eſtate have granted that there ſhall be 
uplifted of all Archbiſhopricks, Biſhopricks, Abbacies, Pryories, and other 
inferior Benefices, within this Kingdom, at every one of the four terms above- 
ſpecified, the juli taxation theteof, as they have been accuſtomed to be taxed 
in all time by- gone, whenſoever the temporall lands of this Kingdom were 
ſtented to ten ſhillings the pound land of old extent: And rhe ſame taxition to 
be payrd at every one of the four terms above ſpecified. And the Commiſſio- 
ners of Bucrows for their Eftate have granted, that there ſhall be up-lifred of 
all the Burrows within this Kingdom, at every one of the four terms above- 
written» the juſt taxation thereof, as they have been accuſtomed to be taxed 


unto in all timeby-gone, whenſcever the temporall lands of this TOE 
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ſtented to ten ſhillings the pound land of oldextent : And the faid taxation to 
be payed at every one of the ſaid four terms above - written. And in regard 
that His Majeſty bath erected ſundrie Prelacies in temporal Lordſhips , where- 
by the owners thereof may claim to be taxed with the Barons of the tem 
Eftare, whereby the faid Lords of the Seſſion would be defrauded of a great 
part of the ſaid taxation, diſtinate and appointed as ſaid is. 

Therefore the ſaid Eftates ordaine that all erections of Prelacies, and other 
ſmall benefices, in whole or in part, in temporall Lordſhips, ſhall in payment

{pro rata) as if they were no wayes crected, and as the y were ſubject to do be- 
fore the erection of the ſame.

And that the parties who 
have gotten any part or portion of any Prelacies, or other inferior 
diſſolved, and new ſecurities made unto them by His Majeſty, of that 
part and portion thereof ſo diſſolved, ſhall be ſubject in payment of the taxation 
thereof to the Prelate, or other beneficed perſon for bis relief ofthe ſame taxa- 
tion, as they would have been, ſo the ſame had not been diſſolved, notwith- 
ſtanding of any condition contained in the Inſeſtments and ſecurities made by 
His Majeſty to them in the contriry thereof. And farther, the ſaid Eftates 
annull and diſcharge all priviledges and immunities whatſoever , whereby any 
perſons may think themſclves free of payment of this preſent taxation : the 
priviledges granted to the ordinary Lords and Senators of the Colledge of 
Juſtice ; and the taxation of the benefices given, diſponed, and mortified for in- 
tertainmene of the Univerſities, Colledges, and Hoſpitalls within this Ki 
dom, onely excepted, Attour, our aid Soveraiga Lord, and Eſtates id, 
have given and granted, and by theſe preſents give and grant full power and 
authoritie to the ſaid Lords of Seſſion, to nominate, appoiot , and eleR their 
own Collectors, one or moe, as they ſhall think moſt expedient for up- lifting 
of the foreſaid taxation, to the eſſect foreſaid.

wich che genetalitie hereof; And holding this generall ratification as ſufficient, 
as if the whole priviledges, freedomes , and immunities, Acts, and grants there» 
of were ſpecially and at length inſert hereintiff. 


ACT XXIV. 
Ratification of the Priviledges of the free Royal Burrows, 


UR Soveraigh Lord, and Eftates of this preſent Parliament, bave ra- 
tified and approved, and by the tenour hereof ratifie and approve 
of new, all acts and conſtitutions of Parliament made by Hig A- 
jeſties Predeceflors, in favor ol che free burrows of this Realm, and 
| Burgeſſes and inhabitants within the ſame , with all privi- 
ledges, freedoms, liberties and immanities granted and given to the whole 
batrows in general in any time by- paſt, by any of out Soveraign Lord, His Maje- 
flies noble Progenitors, with all that bath followed or may tollow thereupon. 
And decerns and declares the ſame to have fuli ſtrength. force and effect in all 
times betcafrer ; ſo that the ſame may be put to full and due executionin all 
poĩntt. And ſpecially, without prejudice of the generalitit above-written, His 
Otajent and Eftates ratiſie the Act of Parliament made by His Highnes Grande 
father, umwhile King James che third, 1466.
